Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Election Code is anended by changing

Section 7-10 as foll ows:

(10 ILCS 5/7-10) (from Ch. 46, par. 7-10)

Sec. 7-10. Formof petition for nom nation. The nane of
no candi date for nom nation, or State central conmmtteenan,
or township conmtteenman, or precinct conmtteeman, or ward
comm tteeman or candi date for delegate or alternate delegate
to national nom nating conventions, shall be printed upon the
primary ballot wunless a petition for nom nation has been
filed in his behalf as provided in this Article in
substantially the follow ng form

Each sheet of the petition other than the statenent of
candi dacy and candi date's statenent shall be of uniform size
and shal | contain above the space for signatures an
appropriate heading giving the information as to nane of
candidate or candidates, in whose behalf such petition is
signed; the office, the political party represented and pl ace
of residence; and the heading of each sheet shall be the
sane.

Such petition shall be signed by qualified primry
electors residing in the political division for which the
nom nation is sought in their own proper persons only and
opposite the signature of each signer, his residence address
shall be witten or printed. The residence address required
to be witten or printed opposite each qualified primry
el ector's nanme shall include the street address or rural
route nunber of the signer, as the case nay be, as well as
the signer's county, and city, village or town, and state.
However the county or <city, village or town, and state of
residence of the electors may be printed on the petition
forme where all of the electors signing the petition reside
in the sane county or city, village or town, and state.

Standard abbreviations nmay be used in witing the residence
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address, including street nunber, if any. At the bottom of
each sheet of such petition shall be added a statenent signed
by a registered voter of the political division, who has been
a registered voter at all times he or she circulated the
petition, for which the candidate is seeking a nom nation,
stating the street address or rural route nunber of the
voter, as the case may be, as well as the voter's county, and
city, village or town, and state; and certifying that the
signatures on that sheet of the petition were signed in his
presence; and either (1) indicating the dates on which that
sheet was circulated, or (2) indicating the first and | ast
dates on which the sheet was circulated, or (3) certifying
that none of the signatures on the sheet were signed nore
than 90 days preceding the last day for the filing of the
petition, or nore than 45 days preceding the |ast day for
filing of the petition in the case of political party and
i ndependent candidates for single or nulti-county regional
superintendents of schools in the 1994 general primary
el ection; and certifying that the signatures on the sheet are
genui ne, and certifying that to the best of his know edge
and belief the persons so signing were at the time of signing
the petitions qualified voters of the political party for
whi ch a nom nation is sought. Such statenent shall be sworn
to before sonme officer authorized to adm nister oaths in this
St at e.

No petition sheet shall be circulated nore than 90 days
preceding the last day provided in Section 7-12 for the
filing of such petition, or nore than 45 days preceding the
| ast day for filing of the petition in the case of political
party and independent candi dates for single or nulti-county
regi onal superintendents of schools in the 1994 general
primary el ection.

The person circulating the petition, or the candi date on

whose behalf the petition is <circulated, may strike any
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signature fromthe petition, provided that::
(1) the person striking the signature shall initial

the petition at the place where the signature is struck;

and

(2) the person striking the signature shall sign a
certification |listing the page nunber and |ine nunber of
each signature struck from the petition. Such

certification shall be filed as a part of the petition.

Such sheets before being filed shall be neatly fastened
together in book form by placing the sheets in a pile and
fastening themtogether at one edge in a secure and suitable
manner, and the sheets shall then be nunbered consecutively.
The sheets shall not be fastened by pasting themtogether end
to end, so as to form a continuous strip or roll. Al
petition sheets which are filed wth the proper |ocal
el ection officials, election authorities or the State Board
of Elections shall be the original sheets which have been
signed by the voters and by the circulator thereof, and not
phot ocopi es or duplicates of such sheets. Each petition nust
include as a part thereof, a statement of candi dacy for each
of the candidates filing, or in whose behalf the petition is
filed. This statenent shall set out the address of such
candi date, the office for which he is a candidate, shal
state that the candidate is a qualified primary voter of the
party to which the petition relates and is qualified for the
office specified (in the case of a candidate for State's
Attorney it shall state that the candidate is at the tine of
filing such statenent a |icensed attorney-at-law of this
State), shall state that he has filed (or wll file before
the close of +the petition filing period) a statenent of
econom c interests as required by the Illinois Governnental
Et hics Act, shall request that the candidate's nanme be placed
upon the official ballot, and shall be subscribed and sworn

to by such candi date before sonme officer authorized to take
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acknowl edgnent of deeds in the State and shall be in
substantially the follow ng form

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The petitions, when filed, shall not be wthdrawm or
added to, and no signatures shall be revoked except by
revocation filed in witing wth the State Board of
El ections, election authority or local election official with
whom the petition is required to be filed, and before the
filing of such petition. \Woever forges the nanme of a signer
upon any petition required by this Article is deened qguilty
of a forgery and on conviction thereof shall be puni shed
accordingly.

Petitions of candidates for nomnation for offices herein
specified, to be filed with the sane officer, may contain the
names of 2 or nore candidates of the sanme political party for
the sane or different offices.

Such petitions for nom nations shall be signed:

(a) If for a State office, or for delegate or
alternate delegate to be elected fromthe State at | arge
to a National nomnating convention by not Iless than
5,000 nor nore than 10,000 primary electors of his party.

(b) If for a congressional officer or for del egate
or alternate delegate to be elected froma congressional
district to a national nom nating convention by at | east
.5% of the qualified primary electors of his party in his
congressional district, except that for the first primary
followng a redistricting of congressional districts such
petitions shall be signed by at Ileast 600 qualified
primry el ectors of the candidate's party in his
congressional district.

(c) If for a county office (including county board
menber and chairman of the county board where el ected
fromthe county at large), by at Ileast .5% of the
qual ified electors of his party cast at the |ast
precedi ng general election in his county. However, if
for the nomnation for county comm ssioner of Cook

County, then by at least .5%of the qualified primry
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el ectors of his or her party in his or her county in the
district or division in which such person is a candi date
for nomnation; and if for county board nenber from a
county board district, then by at Ileast .5%of the
qualified primary electors of his party in the county
board district. In the case of an election for county
board nmenber to be elected froma district, for the first
primary following a redistricting of county board
districts or the initial establishnment of county board
districts, then by at least .5%of the qualified electors
of his party in the entire county at the Ilast preceding
general election, divided by the nunber of county board
districts, but in any event not less than 25 qualified
primary electors of his party in the district.

(d) If for a nmunicipal or township office by at
| east .5% of the qualified primary electors of his party
in the nunicipality or township; if for alderman, by at
| east .5% of the voters of his party of his ward. In the
case of an election for alderman or trustee of a
muni cipality to be elected froma ward or district, for
the first primry following a redistricting or the
initial establishnent of wards or districts, then by .5%
of the total nunber of votes cast for the candidate of
such political party who received the highest nunber of
votes in the entire municipality at the last regular
election at which an officer was regularly scheduled to
be elected fromthe entire nunicipality, divided by the
nunber of wards or districts, but in any event not |ess
than 25 qualified primary electors of his party in the
ward or district.

(e) If for State central commtteeman, by at |east
100 of the primary electors of his or her party of his or
her congressional district.

(f) If for a candidate for trustee of a sanitary
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district in which trustees are not elected fromwards, by
at least .5%of the primary electors of his party, from
such sanitary district.

(g If for a candidate for trustee of a sanitary
district in which the trustees are elected fromwards, by
at least .5%of the primary electors of his party in his
ward of such sanitary district, except that for the first
primary follow ng a reapportionnent of the district such
petitions shall be signed by at |east 150 qualified
primary el ectors of the candidate's ward of such sanitary
district.

(h) If The-nupber--of--signatures--required for a
candidate for judicial office in a district, circuit, or

subcircuit, by a nunber of primary electors at |east

equal to shalt-be 0.25% of the nunber of votes cast for
the judicial candidate of his or her political party who
received the highest nunber of votes at the l|last regular
general election at which a judicial officer from the
same district, circuit, or subcircuit was regularly
scheduled to be elected, but in no event fewer shall-be
less than 500 st gnatures.

(1) If for a candidate for precinct commtteenan,
by at Jleast 10 primary electors of his or her party of
his or her precinct; if for a candidate for ward

comm tteeman, by not |ess than 10% (or 50, whichever is

greater) nor nore than 16% (or 50 nore than the m ni num
whi chever is greater) of the primary electors of his
party of his ward; if for a candidate for township
comm tteeman, by not |ess than 5% nor nore than 8% (or 50
nmore than the mninmum whichever s greater) of the
primary electors of his party in his township or part of
a township as the case may be.

(j) |If for a candidate for State's Attorney or

Regi onal Superintendent of Schools to serve 2 or nore
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counties, by at least .5%of the primary electors of his

party in the territory conprising such counti es.

(k) If for any other office by at |east .5%of the
total nunber of registered voters of the political
subdi vision, district or division for which the
nomnation is made or a mnimm of 25, whichever is
greater.

For the purposes of this Section the nunber of primry
el ectors shall be determined by taking the total vote cast,
in the applicable district, for the candidate for such
political party who received the highest nunber of votes,
state-wide, at the |ast general election in the State at
which electors for President of the United States were
el ected. For political subdivisions, the nunber of primry
electors shall be determned by taking the total vote cast
for the candidate for such political party who received the
hi ghest nunber of votes in such political subdivision at the
| ast regular election at which an officer was regularly
scheduled to be elected fromthat subdivision. For wards or
districts of political subdivisions, the nunber of primry
electors shall be determned by taking the total vote cast
for the candidate for such political party who received the
hi ghest nunber of votes in such ward or district at the |ast
regul ar election at which an officer was regularly schedul ed
to be elected fromthat ward or district.

A "qualified primary elector” of a party may not sign
petitions for or be a candidate in the primary of nore than
one party.
